70 LIVES LOST. 


Within twenty-four hours after an American destroyer had 


been disabled in an undersea attack, a torpedo crashed into the 
engine room bulkhead of the home-coming transport Antilles, 
and sent her to the bottom with the loss 'of seventy lives. Six- 
teen soldiers and several enlisted men of the naVy were includ- 
ed in the submarine'^ heavy toll. 


237 ABOARD; 167 SAVED. 


There were about 237 men aboard and there was no chance 


lo take to the boats. Of these 167 were saved, many being re- 
ported to have been fished from the waters by warships of the 
convoy.
